North Vietnamese forces con- 
ttoued' to battle government 
troops on the ground north of 
tiie oki imperial capital of Hue 
and on tiie highway leadtog to 
the beleaguered provtocial cap- 
itel oi An Loc, 80 mUes north of 
Saigon. 


The Soutii Vietnamese ma- 
rine defense Itoe along tiie My 
Chanh River, 20 miles north of 
Hue, was pushed back about 
tiiree miles by Nortii Vietnam- 
ese ustog amphlMous tanks to 
cross tiie river. But massive 
bombardment by U.S. planes 
and ships halted tiie enemy ad- 
vance, and when fighting sub- 
sided Monday the marines were 
reported to have restored their 
original defense lines at the riv- 
er. Officials reported 400 enemy 
troops killed. 


U.S. sources near Hue said 
the oiemy troops appeared to 
have been given "pep pills" be- 
fore tiie battie.

WASHINCfTON (AP) - 
The 
Supreme Ckxirt Monday held 
that a peracb on trial to atete 
court for a noncapital 'crime 
may be convicted or acquitted 
by a "substantial majority" of 
the jury. 


States must follow the'cen- 
turies-oU custom of unanimous 
verdicte only when the judg- 
ment coukl leM to the deatii 
sentence, the 54 decision said. 


Unanimity still is necessary 
to convict or acqiiit for a feder- 
al crime, however.

Brennen said it could destroy 
the right of racial and other 
mtoorities to serve in juries. 
Marshall said it cut the heart 
out of an important Bill of 
Rights safeguard. And Stewart 
said it runs cowiter to centuries 
or history and experience.

Editorial Comment 


A Pattern Of Violence 


^ 
A key question raisèd again by 
the shooting of Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace on the presidential campaign trail 
is whether there is arty discernible link 
among such episodes. The easy way 
out of the question is to shrug it off, 
suggesting that since the circumstances 
vary so much no pattern appears. 


There is a link; there is a pat­ 
tern. The assassins who cut down 
President Kennedy ând a few years 
plater his brother Robert have some­ 
thing in common with Wallace’s as­ 
sailant. In each case their abberrant 
thoughts turned to assault with a gun 
as the way to impose their will on the 
course of events. 


Madness there may be in this, 
but if so it is a madness nurtured on 
a dark aspect of our society. The pre­ 
valence of the concept of violence as 
a means of resolving issues must not 
be denied or ignored; we must face 
it, and seek a way to expunge it from 
our collective consciousness. 


In some quai;ters such talk prompts 
p sharp negative reaction. There is 
,^great reluctance to admit any such 
I thing about our society. Yet a steady 


look at AmericAn history reveals à dis­ 
turbing th rw d of ^ litic a i Violence, and 
we m ust come to term s w ith this; 


It is not tolerable that a crazy 
man with a gun in his hand should have 
the power. to disrupt the political 
processes of a great nation. Yet the 
grim fact is that, no matter what se­ 
curity screen is thrown about candi> 
dates, a man of fanatical determination 
has a good chance of breaching the 
dèfensés. We are left, then, with two 
alternatives. 


One is the course, to which neither 
candidates nor the public would ac­ 
cede, of simply keeping political figures 
out of harm’s way—hiding them in 
television studios, never letting them 
appear in public. The other is to take 
steps to defuse the danger. This in­ 
volves, as a starter, far more stringent 
handgun control legislation. More im­ 
portantly, it involves a national reori­ 
entation, a changé in our collective 
frame of mind so that the idea of using 
lethal violence to gain an end will truly 
be anathema. This is not something 
to be left to the authorities; it is an 
enterprise in which we can all take 
part. 


Through Another Window 


L. Patrick Gray, acting director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
talks of naming an outside advisory 
Committee to provide “a look at the 
3 B I through another window.” Well 
Motivated critics of the agency have 
% ng felt that some such independent 
:SxamiQation was needed. There is no 
ZSiore opportune time for it than the 
<‘!|a*esent. 


The concept of outside review is 
_ 
ly sound. In practice its effec- 
''tivenesS would depend heavily on the 
membership of the committee, and on

liberties. It would be in the püblic in­ 
terest for Gray to solicit some com­ 
mittee nominations from various quar­ 
ters, among them groups which have 
found fault with this or that aspect 
of FBI operations. 


The acting director has said that 
asking such a body to study the Bureau 
would “in no way indicate a lack of 
confidence in the top officials.

We 
concur in this. The essential point is 
that those officials, having for so long 
served under the highly personalized 
direction of J. Edgar Hoover, are not 
now in a good position to see the work­ 
ings of the Bureau objectively. An out­ 
side advisory committee would serve 
this purpose.

DETROIT (NEA) - Daring 
so much with more sweeping 
air assaults and the mining of 
North 
Vietnamese 
harbors, 
President Nixon surely must 
be utterly fatalistic politically. 


In this astonishing year of 
voter protest, wearmess with 
the Vietnam war—to no one’s 
surprise>-is always among the 
top three or four issues opUiion 
surveyers find troubling the 
American people. 


They want us out of Indo- 
chipa, and fast. They simply 
have come to view our partici­ 
pation, on the ground at least, 
as futile, wasteful of men and 
resources, damaging to home 
front efforts. 


Against this backdrop, politi­ 
cians have been saying for 
months that any move which 
brings the war to the nation's 
front pages hurts the President 
politically. 


Several times in the past year 
or more, he has flouted that 
notion by mounting heavy air 
Strikes for brief periods against 
North Vietnam. Since the big 
Hanoi offensive began a mionth 
and a half ago, this response 
has of course been continuous. 


If there was political danger 
in such actions, it would seem 
small compared to the possible 
peril in Nixon*s new course. 
The magnitude is far greater, 
involving as it does all of North 
Vietnam’s trading partners and 
most specifically its biggMt 
military supplier, the Soviet 
Union. 


Is all this obvious? Then the 
chief conclusion has to be that 
Richard Nixon, said by his 
critics to be governed always 
by the narrowest of political 
considerations, is in thii im­ 
portant matter quite disdainful 
of them. 


One reservation must be en­ 
tered here. A certain national 
, poll-taker reports that rising 
numbers of Americans are up­ 
set at Hanoi’s open invasion 
of South Vietnam’s soil across 
the Demilitarized Zone and the 
prospect of severe defeat for 
Saigon’s armies. They are Hot 
pleaséd, he says, at suph a con­ 
sequence of our withdrawals of 
men and material. 


A much more limited explora­ 
tion of voter sentiment in Michi­ 
gan found some similar re­ 
sponses. Many felt that Hanoi 
was grossly at fault for heating 
up the war atid that it was act­ 
ing deliberately to embarrass 
the President in an election 
year. Said one politician aware 
of these findings:

sbouldoa let Hanoi take care 
of another President for us." 


The reference here was to 
judgments that Hanoi’s 1968 Tet 
offensive was heavily responsi­ 
ble fi)r Lyndon Johnson’s deci­ 
sion not tò seek anether term.

Pear Dr. Lamb—We read 
your column every day, and 
though you have d iscu s^ ^ is 
b<[fore I would tppreciate It 
if you would comment again, 
^or six m<mths I have had skip­ 
ped heartbeats. Six months ago 
after a bowling session I took 
a liot bath and neaorly fainted. 
Rly doctor, five or an intemista 
and one cardiologist all assure 
me my heart is <^ay and that 
all I h^ve is skipped beats or 
ts^hycaMia ^ and 
am 
too 
nervous. It is making me a 
nervous wreck. I am 66 years 
old, retired and quit smoking 
20 years ago. There are many 
old people who live here in tlie 
retirement village witb me who 
have the same affliction. 


Dear Reader—Yes this prob­ 
lem is very common. It is the 
result of an irregular heart 
beat; that is, one beat may oc­ 
cur early causing a longer 
pause than usual before thç next 
beat. This gives rise to the sen- 
satim 
a skiiv>ed beat. Some­ 
times Uie secohd beat is strong* 
er because more blood has ac 
cumulated in the heart durliig 
the pause. 


Many people have these iuid 
are totally unaware of them. 
The difference is probably, a 
mattçr of how forceful the sec 
ond beat is as well as how sensi< 
tive thé person is. Now that you 
are aware of them you are 
more concerned about them, 
and this can aggravate tte 
problem. 
When 
1 evaluated 
thousands of apparently healthy 
men f^ing aircraft this was 
the most frequent irregularity 
of the heart and occurred in 
all ages, even in some of the 
astronauts. Everybody probably 
has some of the^ at one time 
or another. 


Things which seem to aggra­ 
vate 
this 
condition 
include 


nei^OusnesS or anxiety, indiges­ 
tion, cigu^ttes and c<tffee. In­ 
cidentally, soine people get over 
these pi^lem s 1:^ gradually in- 
creasii^ their physical actiWty, 
A good program for you wouU 
be to eihnmatie coffee and all 
stimulatii^ d rii^ entirely (also 
alcohol can aggravate the prob­ 
lem) and beghi a gradual walk­ 
ing pr^ram eiach day. Build 
up your walkmg time and try 
not to wwry about your skipped 
beats. If you ’ build up your 
walking program enough and 
stay 
away from stimulating 
drinks which include coffee, tea 
and colas, the problem may 
well disappear on its, own. Now 
tachycardia just means fast 
heart rate aifd of course that 
can occur with exerciae, nM'v* 
ousness, fever and any variety 
of conditions and can be a mani­ 
festation of your nervmisness 
and worrying about your dip­ 
ped beats. Of course, everyone 
with this problrai should have 
an evaluation wch as you have 
had. In the rest of your letter 
you have deiailed these and 
have indicated that in your case 
they are all normal. 


Faintness after a hot bath 
can occur in yoimg healttiy peo­ 
ple. The heat relax« the blood 
vessels; and when you first 
stand up there is a tendency 
for the blood to accumulate in 
the k>wer part of the body and 
cause faintness. The longer one 
stays in a hot tub and sweats, 
the naore likely this is to occur.

The school system would lose 
$1.7 million a day in state aid 
for each day fewer than the 
mandatory 176. The maximum 
loss to the school system could 
be more than $15 million. 


The school board claims that, 
even with an early closing, the

budget. 
School spokesmen cratend that 
keeping the schools open for 
the 11 extra days as requested 
by the union would cost an ad.

H. L. SCHWARTZ in 
MILWAUKEE (AP) - A Mil­ 
waukee ferry manager says Ar­ 
thur H. Bremer appeared with 
a swarthy, well-dressed com­ 
panion to arrange the first of 
Ihree mysterious trips Bremer 
made across Lake Michigan in 
the weeks preceding the wound­ 
ing of Gov. George C, Wallace. 


Bremer, 21, is charged with 
shooting Wallace on May 15. 
Mounting evidence indicates he 
followed the Alabama governor 
for more than two months. 


Records of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad in Milwaukee 
show that Bremer took the C&O 
ferry from Milwaukee to Lu- 


dington, Mich., on April 9 and 
May 9. Heco^s in Ludington 
show he made the 97-miIe trip 
in the opposite dù-ectioïi on 
April 28. 


The C&O ferry-trainmaster, 
Earl S. Nunnery, told The Asso­ 
ciated Press he recalls that 
Bremer and a man who ap­ 
peared to be of Greek descent 
made arrangements for the fer­ 
ry trips. 


A third person was traveling 
with the men but did not enter 
the ferry office, Nunnery said. 


This was the first rei>ort that 
Bremer had had companions in 
the weeks preceding the shoot­ 
ings.

British Again 


LONDON (A P) - Dr. Roger 
Bannister, the first runner to 
break the four-minute mile bar­ 
rier, has startled Britain again. 
He says the country needs to 
spend $910 miUion on ^orts fa> 
cilities in the next 10 yews. 


By 1981, Bannister declared, 
Britain will need 815 more in* 
door sports centers, 970 more 
golf courses and 447 more 
swimming pools than it hiis 
now. 


Bamiister is chairman ol the 
government-appointed 
Sports 
Council.: He disclosed his pro­ 
gram for Britain in a leaflet 
called “Sport in the Seventies.” 
It is 18 years since Bannister 
ran his historic mile in 3:59.8 at 
Oxford, England. Since then, he 
has 
campaigned 
unceasmgly 
for better sports facilities lor 
British youngsters. He became 
chairman of the Sports Council 
last year. 


Bannister, in his report, ar­ 
gued that Birmingham, in the 
English Midlands, is the only 
area with enough swimming 
pools for its population. And he 
maintained that only thinly 
populated regions in Lincoln­ 
shire, in Eastern England, and 
Central Wales have enough golf 
courses. 


Bannister argued that Britain 
doesn’t spend enough money on 
sports. He claimed thiit capital 
investment in sports facilities 
for the general public, ex­

House Proposal

SPRINGFIELtì, 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois House sent to the 
Senate Monday night a propos­ 
al which, supporters say, would 
funnel a greater pqHion of the 
state common school fund into 
dual elenientary and secondary 
districts.

If approved by the Senate 
and signed into law, the meas­ 
ure might take away from the 
unit districts and may even 
send some of them into eco^ 
nomic tailspins, critics of the 
legislation jsay. 


The ;UU ‘ would reduce the 
qualifying property tax rates 
required by dual districts to get 
staté èid to 62 cents per $100 
assessed 
Valuation 
for ele­ 
mentary schools and 70 cents 
for secondary .«hools, > ^ 
Supportens of the bill say that 
under existing staté ' aid fòr- 
mulaè thé dual districts need to 
generate more local funds in 
order to receive a like amount 
of state aid as unit districts. 


“there is a decisive disparity 
in state-aid to dual districts,” 
Rep. 
Gewge BurditI, R-La- 
g range, told 
a 
reporter 
recently. “Unit «Ustnots jet an 
immense advantage under the 
state formula.”

For the unit districts, which 
encompass 
both 
elementary 
and high sct^ools under one ad- 
mihistration,

passed the House last week. It

That measure would reduce 
the qualifying rate for ele­ 
mentary schools from 90 cents 
per $100 assesséd valuation to 
87 cents in districts with less 
than 350 pupils and drop the 
rate from.

entire Israeli men’s Olympic^ 
track and field team trooped 
into the office the other day. 
His name is Dr. Stoul Ladany. 


Ladany carries the sweaty 
hopes of the Israeli nation on 
his smallish, baklish, bespec- 
taotadhoad. 


Yet he walks proudly, if not 
in fact fiercely. Jaw dug into 
neck. Stride so swift he Im ly 
touches ground. A menancint; 
sirivel of hips. A chug o' 
shbukier and arm that means 
nothing but business. 


As the work! record hoktor 
for the SO-mito 
walk race, 
the 36-year-oU professor of In­ 
dustrial management fpam Tel 
Aviv Universitv is Main pre­ 
paring fw the lonely Olympics. 
He irill compete in the 50- 
kitometer race — 31 miles, 121- 
yaids (“PracticaUy a sprhit,” 
ha says) — in Munich tiiis sum­ 
mer. As in 1968, he is agahi the 
si^Ie mato athtote in his coun- 
trjr to pass the Olympk re­ 
quirements for any of the track 
and ftold evento. 


He tooks forward to going 
again to the- O tym |^, but not 
to being agahi a solita^ figure. 


“ It’s a bad feeling to be 
atone,” he says, “I haye no 
coach. I get no advice. I get 
no administrative help. Nobody 
takes care of me, except me.” 


Ladany is not cr^ng with 
a teddy 'bear under one arm. 
The probtoms of being coachless 
are manifokl. For example, 
white practicing before the Mex­ 
ico City Games, Ladany had 
no one to bring him water, in 
tlie hot sun. 


“Sometimes I joined some 
frtonds on ite U.S. the Canad­ 
ian and the Irish teams,”' he 
said, “and drank their water. 
But I didn’t want to be a bui^- 
en. SÒI went off by myself. And 
I <h'ied up.” 


Ladany s lungs became as 
parched as the Mexican moun­ 
tain dust. He was bedriddén 
with fever for four days ha- 
fore the Olympics. And whèn 
he dkl drink, he drank without 
tiie supervision of a coach. Dij^ 
astrous in the land of Montée 
züma’s revenge. For, in tiie 
race itself, Ladany had to stop 
several times because, in his 
words, “I coukl not empty my 
stomach sutficienitly.” He fhilsh- 
ed 24th out of 40. 


Ttfining is also difftouH with­ 
out t coach since the runner 
must time himself. |n Ladany’i 
case, he, may wear S wateh on 
his wrist and, walking and 
checking his time, loolu like 
a man late for a very import­ 
ant 
appointment. 
When 
he 
doesn’t wear a watch, he lays 


he measures his time by how 
bad he feels. The wo»^ I feel 
the better I know I’m trainhig.'’ 
he saxl: 


None of this prevents him 
from being the best hi the 
workl at walking 50 miles. His 
record, set in April in the 
United States, is seven hours, 
23 ininutes and 50 seconds. He 
usually averages less than nine 
minutes a mito; “That’s toss 
time than most people can jog 
a mito,” he says. 


He has been iMracticing dili- 
gentiy hi efforts to win a medal 
for his country ui the ’72 Olym 
pics, and toddtos up to 140 miles 
a week. 


For all this, he is and is not 
a performer honored in his own 
country. 


Although he is now well- 
known in Israel (when you walk 
qutokly down a street a frtond 
may ask, “Hey, slow down, do 
you think you’re Ladany?”), 
he still gete no financial sup 
port to compete in workl-wide 
events. “It all comes ouut of my 
own small pocket,” he said. 
He is a member of an athtotic 
club which supports a soccer 
team. Ladany has appealed to 
Uieir deaf ears for some of that 
walking-around money. 


Despite Ladany’s athletic suc­ 
cess and the Israeli emphasis 
on mind and body, a abig 
minded race-walker is consimr- 
ed a bit of a dubtous quai^ 
ity there. 


“Some friends call me ‘mis- 
hugey,’ ” 
said 
Dr. 
Ladany. 
‘That’s Hebrew for crazy, but 
crazy Only in a specific area. 
My wife doesn’t call me that. 
I stopped practicing for a week 
a few years ago. It was gettug 
too hard. Soon my legs and 
back ached. I couMn’t sleep 
at night. 1 was grouchy. My 
wife said she couldn’t stand 
nie any more. 


“I began walking again. 1 
realized that walking reltoves 
tension. 
‘Now 
you’re 
nice, 
again,’ my wife tokl me. Yes, 
walking is both a curse and a 
blessing.”
